A lean and laky team, a bearded 
man on the front *cat, a wife and babe 
surrounded by bedding, cooking uten¬ 
sils and provisions jnat visible beneath 
the half raised aide enrtama, some 
chair* lied to the rear and a colt or 
cow led behind—that was the prairie 
schooner's cargo. In early day*, when 
danger tlrtjet-m-d. acorea of the*' 
nniqne ^rniCMS traveled together and 
plodde ) toward the modulates along 
the well deflaeil wagon trail* leading 
across the plaiua But in leter year* 
each ha* gone by itself, and the amglo 
family that ha* made it a habitation 
while in search of an ahiding-plaeo 
has steered ae fancy or interest dic¬ 
tated. 

The lost grand review of th* prairie 
echooner fleet wa* when on a beautiful 
day of the antumn of 1693 hundred, 
of them lined op. ready tq be harried 
into bunting grounds of the red*kin*. 
When the signal wa* given at high 
noon, and tbe memorable "ruah" had 
taken place, scattering the congre¬ 
gated homeaeekera in a moment oval 
the waiting land*, th* diaplay waa 
ended for American history. Sever 
agaia can ao many of these wM wagon* 
be gathered 

The praino echooner wa* freighted, 
aa is th* white-winged traveler of the 
ocean, with hope* and sorrows. Oft- 
times the tong journey, the fnrnace- 
beated sooth winds and tb* conatant 
jar wore out lha tiny spark of life ia 
tno baby's breast, and tb* mother 
never recalls tho pilgrimage without 
thinking of a little mound that nestle* 
low amid the prairie grasses some¬ 
where along their course. 

At an artists' exhibition last winter 
a western railroad preaitlaot purchased 
at an exhurbiUat price a large paint- 
tug of a typical prairie schooner "1 j 
shall bang it." said be, "beaule a en 
perk drawing of my private ear Uad 
wr pares U not ridden m a prairie, 
schooner 1 should not now enjoy the 
luxury of a palace on wheels.' 

Uad tha pioneer* of the Western 
Atatea diademed th* picturesque but 
/timbering vehicle anil tbeatnrdy toil 
of whn-h it may well l>« considered an 
emblem, tb* splendid development of i 
th* trans-Mississippi region might Ik* 
yet far from accomplished. — Detroit
